Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Mr. Rainville discussed the merits of the invention and possible steps that Applicant 
may take to place the application in condition for allowance. More specifically, noted that the invention uses a single 
drive shaft to drive the cutting rolls and the bushing that axiallv adjusts one of the rolls is supported by the 
specification. In response, the Examiner noted that the prior art already teaches such a drive means and that the 
specification as originally filed did not lead one skilled in the art to note that the adjustable bush in fact works in the 
manner argued and shown in the previously proposed new drawing Figure which was disapproved due to new matter. 
The Examiner suggested Mr. Rainville review the case history of the instant application due to its long and convoluted 
prosecution history prior to taking subseguent action. It was also noted and reiterated that favorable consideration 
may be given to the adjustable bush if detailed support for this feature is present e.g. in a subseguent CIP .

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.
